London, March 10. — Tho outUnos of tho 
Queon'a speech, to bo read at tho opening of 
Parliament ne.Tt week, will not bo commun- 
icated to the leaders of tho Opposition be- 
fore to-morrow evening. Enough is known 
to justify the prediotion that the speeoli will 
bo about the shortest one on record, simply 
oanvasaing the unSnlshcd business of tho 
Gladstonion programme. The bills for reg- 
istration reform, Welsh disestablishment, 
the relief of evicted tenants in Ireland and 
tho amendment of tho factory acta are ex- 
pected to cover moat of the positive part of 
the programme. Extra grants may bo de- 
manded, liowovor, for sovoral purposes. If 
the speech thus outlined were all the Lib- 
erals bad to rely upon for the disclosure of 

LORD liOSEnERY'S rOLICY, 

a general revolt of tho party would bo in- 
evitable. Tho Prime Miniater, however, 
haa prepared an explicit atatoment of pol- 
icy, which he will preaent to tho Liberal 
Commoners, in a meeting at tho Foreign 
Ollieo. Ho will undoubtedly announce to 
them at this conferenoo the continuance of 
tho Gladstone Home Rule programme in its 
entirety. Ho will cxprees his approval of 
the policy followed by John Morloy, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, and probably will 
placate tho Radical wing of the Miniater- 
iolists with a declaration in favor of his 
hobby, the principle of federation for the 
whole United Kingdom.

The provisional committee 
have resolved to extend their operations, 
and are already forming an enlarged com 
niitteo, to be composed of clergymen of all 
Christian bodies and of oonepiouous poli- 
cians. Arrangements for the denionstro- 
tion against the Peers on March 18 are be- 
ing rapidly completed. The dombnstration 
will be enormous beyond all tho original ex- 
pectations.

Ottawa, March 10.— Repreeontatives of 
raiUvays and Atlantic steamship companies 
were to have met here to-day to impress 
upon the Government the uselesiness of con- 
tinuing for this season the sterilization of 
European immigrants' baggage, in view of 
tho fact that there was no cholera in Europe 
and that the United States quarantine pre- 
cautions were to be relaxed in this respect. 
It is understood tbe GovemmeDt is favor- 
able to relaxation in'the interests of immi- 
gration. The quarantine at Quebec is to be 
maintained in any case, tind disinfection 
equipments arc to bo kept in readiness for 
instant use. 

Tho Royal commission on tho liquor 
tralBo concluded its sittings hero to-day, 
and positive evidence unfavorublo to pro- 
hibition was given by Archbishop Duhamel, 
Roman Catholic, and Rural Dean Bogert, 
Episcopal. The ohief of polioe declared it 
to be impossible to enforce the prohibition 
law io Ottawa, and Dominion Statistician 
.Johnson gave figures to show tho wretched 
cffoots of attempts to enforce the Soott act. 
Bev. Dr. Mooro, Presbyterian, and 
D. McBltchie, Methodist favored pro- 
hibition. Rev, Mr. Winifield, chaplain 
at Government house, said he was for 
five years in Monoton during the 
existence of the Scott Act and pronounced 
it, a failure. A rKpiest waa made that 
Finance Minister Foster and Senator Scott 
(father of the Scott Act) bo requoBted to 
testify. The commissionTa decided that 
thia was impruotioablo at present, but would 
ofl'ord both the opportunity later on. Thia 
closed tho sitting and tho work of the com- 
mission. 

Mr. Mara to-day prcaented to tho Minis- 
ter of Public WorUa a petition from Revel- 
stoke, preying for the removal of obatruc- 
tiona in ihe Columbii-, river, alao ono to 
enable steamers to run from Rovelatoke to 
Downio creek- Tho minister promiaed to 
lay the matter bsforo his colleagues, and in 
tho meantime has instructed Mr. Gamble to 
make a survey of tho canyon about Rcvel- 

oke to ascertain tbe nature of tbe work 
required. 

M0NTBB4L MATTERS. 

Evangelist Brothers for the Northwest and

Montreal, March 10.— (Special) -Brother 
Pratt, of the Evangcliat Brotherhood Train- 
ing Home, Wolverampton, England, passed 
through here to.dayon his way to Vanoouvcr. 
Ho is sent out from the Home by the Bishop 
of Liohfield to engage in church work among 
tho miners in the Rockies. Brother Pratt 
ia tbe first of the Brothers to come out to 
Canada. They will establish miesion homes 
in British Columbia. 

Two hundred immigra-its nirived this 
morning by special train from Halifax on 
their way to tho Northwest, where they in- 
tend purchaaing forms. They are all wcll- 
to-dn ICogliah farmers. Among them are a 
number of English farmers who have already 
taken up land in Manitoba, and who are re- 
turning home from a visit to their native 
land. 

The Board of Trade will join with tho In- 
dustrial Exhibition Asacoiation in applying 
to the Dominion Government for perniisaion 
to hold a Dominion Exhibition here next 
year, and for a grant to aid in the under- 
taking.

GEKMAN-ltUSSIAN TREATY.^ 



Read in tho Reichstag a Second Time 
by Majority of Fifty- 
Two. 



Tho Kaiser Trying to Conciliate tlie 
Affrarian Conservatives— Cur- 
rency Commission. 



(CopyriRht 1891, by the United Press.) 

Berlin, March 10.— The vote on tho 
second reading of the Russian Treaty was 
almost exactly known an hour before the 
debate opened in tho Reichstag. The Gov- 
ernment whips in the lobby were so well 
acquainted with the plans of the parlia. 
mentary groups that tfiey predicted a minis. 
terial majority of 50, but four votes out ot 
the way. The Vosaisobo Ziitung said yes- 
terday that the majority would ba 40. Two 
weeks ago, when tho Agrarians regarded 
the defeat of tho treaty as certain, the 
United Preaa correspondent was enabled to 
forecast a majority of 30. Thia forecast 
was based on a knowledge of Chancellor 
von Caprivi's manipulation ot tho parties. 

Since the third week in Fobiuary devel- 
opments in domestic politics have been very 
rapid. When tho commisbiou of 28 ended 
their work on Thursday the Agrarians ad- 
mitted that their position was hopeless. 
Numerous Conservativo deputies havo been 
asking their influential conaliluenta, openly 
or 00 /ortly, in tho laat ten days to bo ab- 
solved from thoir promises to fight tho 
treaty. When Count Doonhoff secured from 
the Koenlgaberg electors a roleaao from his 
pledge to oppose the tariff, others 
of the group took heart and be- 
gan to abate their opposition with- 
out first getting the sanction of their 
constituents. Tho Agrarian speakers have 
shown how bitter to them is the ill-advued 
bill forced upon them . by the Cbanoellor. 
They took no pains to temper their utter- 
ncea for the benefit of their moderate sup- 
portora. The Government representatives, 
however, could afford to be generous, and 
therefore in most cases returned only the 
aoft^ answer. The commissioners had de- 
cided in fuvcr ot an oral report on the 
treaty and announced the decision to. the 
House. 

The reaaona given for this course were 
that the interval between now and March 
20, when tho treaty must be finally acted 
upon, waa too short for tho preparation of a 
printed document. Aa the time for the 
vote approached, tho Conacrvatives became 
uneasy. Finally a few of the least 
bitter Agrarians left tho House. Count 
von Kamtz and a small group of 
Conaervatives, together with several Bavari- 
ans and Clericals, who were expected to 
absent themaelves, kept their seata but did 
not vote. Two hundred deputiea roapouded 

Yes " and 14S " No " when the names 
..:ro called. The majority consisted ot 
National Liberals, Radicals, Polea and the 
Wuriembcrg, Rhenish and Sileaian n)om- 
bera. Whether it will pass tho third read- 
ing on Thursday ia not doubted. It is vir- 
tually settled. 

The Emperor William will begin a new 
deal in which he hopes to conciliate the 
Agrarian Conacrvatives. Already Dr. 
Miquel has been placed against Count von 
Caprivi so as to induce the Agrarians to be- 
lieve that the Finance Minister ia their only 
hope. The Emperor has confidence in the 
abilitiea of both Ministers and he believes 
that they are fit men to work hia ends. 
Tho Agrarian newspapers yesterday an- 
nounced again that Dr. Miquel would resign 
owing to the rejection of his reform bill, bat 
there is no proof that they have any trust- 
worthy information behind their state- 
ments. Dr. Miquel himself has begun to 
poae in earnest as tbe friend of tho Agrar- 
ians. Hia appearance in this role at the 
banqucc of the agricultural council on Wed- 
nesday evening has suggested the idea that 
ho m'>y bccoiiie an active enemy of the 
Chancidlor. 

Whatever Miquol'a ultimate aima may ba 
and however ready he may bo to drug down 
Caprivi, there is no doubt that tho Emperor 
meana to keep both men in ofTice to further 
hia personal policy. Tho Chincellor'a vic- 
tory, achieved to-day, with Radicil aud 
Social Democratic votes, inatka the end of 
tho coalition with tho Left of tho House, 
The coantry ia now on tho eve of a gov- 
ernment reaction in favor of tho Right. 
Miquel has been telling tho Conaervativea 
that the Emperor intends to inaugurate in 
Prussia a permanent policy which will ba 
dominated by tho interests of the land own- 
ers and tho ncccasities of agriculture. 
Agrarians await with anxiety the fulfilment 
of Mtquel's prediotiocs. Tho ourrenoycom- 
miaaion will reoumo their sittings on Mon- 
day. Tho first object of discusaion 
will bo tho proposal of Dr. Arendt, 
bimotalliat, that Germany summon at once 
to Berlin an international monetary confer, 
cnce. ~TJt, Arendt's idea Is that this con- 
ferenoo should discuss a plan to establish a - 
syBtcin of International bimetallism with 
its ratio 15J to 1, Germany meantime rO- 
Burning the extensive coinage of silver. 
Dr. Arendt's proposals are ridiualed by 
the uionometallistB.

Toronto, March 10. — (Special.)— An iiu- 
monse deputation, representing all the re- 
ligious denominations, have intorviewed the 
Government in opposition to Dr. Byerson'a 
bill, now before the Legislature, aiiolishlog 
the tax exemptions of ohurches and ceme- 
teries.

No Trace Dlacoviired of tho Cook Left to Die by 
the Carllu I'lirty— Narrow Ksciiiies. 

Moscow, Idaho, Morch 10.— The party 
organized at Post Falls for the rescue of tho 
oook of the Carlin party, the unfortunate 
6eorc!e Colgate, ia on its return journey 
down the Clearwater river and is expootod to 
reach Kcndrick within a day or two, having 
boon our, over sixty days. The party in- 
cluded William Martin, M. R. Sholton, Jack 
Bexford and Charles Colgate, the 10 year 
old son of tho loat cook. A minor who came 
ahead of the party, and whose cabin they 
remained for several days, tells a story of 
hardship and sufiTering endured by them 
that is truly pitiful. 

They paaaed the famous Black 07.nyon on 
the Clearwater und went about twenty-five 
miles beyond, the snow ranging from five to 
fifteen feet deep the entire distance. They 
loat their camp eqaippage» blankets and 
proviaions, and for three weeks their only 
food waa unaalted deer and elk meat. The 
losses of their cartridges and guns finally 
depleted their supply entirely, and when 
they came upon tho miner's hut they had 
boon without food of any kind for two days, 

Martin had his collar bono broken by a 
foiling tree and tho flesh burned from Ilia 
arm. Roxford'a limba were badly frozen to 
tho knee and young Colgate was oruahcd 
under a tree. There wore several narrow 
oacapoa from death by anow slides. Tho 
party paaaed beyond the point whore Col- 
gate was left, bufe.no trace of him was 

found. ' ■

NOBTHBBN LABBADOB. 

Geological Survey Beport of a Thousand 
Ullea Above Qnebeo-Comparatively 
Hild CUmate. 

Ottawa, March 10. — A. P. Lowe, one of 
the enpineora of tho Dominion Geological 
Survey, who was sent nearly a year ago by 
the Government with a dozen v^yageura 
and Indians to explore the interior of Lab' 
rador, was hoard from to-day for tho first 
timo since August last. His letters bring 
remarkable information. Ho haa reached 
Rigolot, tho Hudson Bay post on Hamilton 
Bay in the extreme north of Labrador, after 
travelling 1,000 milea from Lake St. John, 
abovo Quebec. He reports that stretches 
of tho Labrador interior enjoy a compara- 
tively mild olimate, and are clothed with 
apruco and poplar foroata of vaal) extent, 
which will last for thousanda of years. 
Much of tho spruce, he says, averages 18 
inches in diameter. There ore also groat 
depoaits of iron ore. Lowe will return by 
another route through Labrador, and will 
not be heard from for half a year yet. 

THE EIGHT NAME. 

To THE EciTon : — 1 am under tho imprea 
aion that there ia a wrong interpretation of 
the title Provincial Royal Jubilee Hoapital. 
Tho original name of tho hospital on Pan- 
dora street Was "Royal Hospital" — no Pro- 
vincial about it. When tho people of tho 
Province determined to build the preeont 
hospital, incommemoration of HorMujeety's 
jubilee, tho words Provincial Jubilee wore 
added, and not Victoria Jubilee — for tho 
reason that people in every part of tho Pro 
vinoa liad contributed towarda it, and ao it 
was not right to giva it a local name. I 
think the Provincial Government objected 
to the term "Provincial" — at all events Pre 
mier Robaon did — but the objections were 
laid aside, the name pleased the loyal sub 
jcota of Her Majesty and this was considered 
auffioient. Originally the hoapital waa in 
tho city of Victoria — ovory one remombora 
the battle of the sites. It ia now in it again, 
Aa to the inconvenience of the site thia haa 
booQ entirely overcome by tramways, and 
BO forth. The oity extends to the hoapital 
now. The site is an excellent one for tho 
patients however much growling doctors may 
complain of the diatanoo.

Speech From the Throne Approved by 
Her Majesty— British Arms 
Abroad. 



Tribute to Canadian Enterprlae— Bomb 
Exploklons-Efi^ptiau Treasnres 
Bronglit to Ligbt 



London, March 10.— A meeting of the 
Privy Council v;'ua hold at Wiudaor to-day 
to submit to the Queen a draft of the royal 
apeooh, to be read at the reassembliug of 
Farliament. lb waa formally approved by 
Her Majesty. 

The Indian ofiSce has received a deepatoh 
from the Viceroy and Govornor-Genornl of 
India confirmiog reports of disaster to the 
British in Aboa territory. The dispatch 
says that on February 27i last, a party of 
tribeamen attacked a detachment of Captain 
Maxwell'a guard at Bordaka, and twenty 
seven of the Britfah \rere killed. A party 
of eighty men of Captain Maxwell's com 
mand are besieged in a stockade at Membo 
bay by an overwhelming force of tribesmen 
A detachment of 230 men baa been sent to 
their relief, but nothing has been heurd 
from the relief party. Other reinforcements 
will be dispatched. 

The oiBcial figures of trade between the 
United Kingdom and Canada for February 
indic'te soma revival of trodo. The imports 
for Clint da total £49,457i an increase ove' 
February, 1893, of £11,335. The increases 
are mainly on wheat, fish and timber. The 
exports to Canada were valued at £313.431, 
a alighli deorease from the previous Febru- 
ary's figures. 

Herbert Gardner's reported retirement 
from theofBceof minister of agrionltnre does 
not alter the situation regarding the em- 
bargo upon cattle, and it ia feared that the 
outlook for its removal is not very favor- 
able, seeing that the chambers of agricul- 
ture are pressing the government to pass an 
act making tho slaughter of imported cattle 
at tho port of entry compulsory in all cases. 

Tho Pacific cable soherao is progressing. 
Sir Charles I'upper, Sir Thomas Mcllwraith 
of Quoenelaud, and Hon. Mr. Reid of Vic- 
toria, are united in preaaiog Lord Rosebory 
to subsidize tho project. The comments of 
the press are all distinctly favorable to the 
proposal. A decision from tho government is 
expected next week. 

The judicial commLtteocf tho Privy Coun- 
cil has granted leave to appeal in the case of 
tho Union Bank of Canada v. O'Gara and tho 
oaao of O'Gara v. tho bank. The case arose 
in the city of Ottawa. Stairs, Askwith & 
Co. cirried on businosa there are railway 
contractors. Tho Union Bank advanced 
them money, for which O'Gara became 
guarantee, and he also deposited securities 
with the bank. Subsequently the contrac- 
tors failed and the bank sued O'Gara for his 
guarontee. In return the latter sued the 
bank for the recovery of his securities, 
basing his claim on certain irregularities in 
the transactions. The bank won in the 
Ontario courts, but lost before tho Supremo 
court. They have now obtained permission 
to have tho case heard by the judicial com- 
mittee of the Imperial Privy Council. 

A small dividend has been paid to the 
creditors of the London General bank, one 
of the oonoerns wrecked by Jabez Balfour, 
the member of Farliament who fled to 
BaenoB Ayres and is now under arrest pend- 
int; a decision of the question whether his 
ofienoe oomes under the extradition treaty 
recently oonolnded between that Republic 
and Great Britain. The receivers think 
that the bank may pay dollar for dollar, 
although this may take ten years or more. 
Tho stockholders, however, have no hope of 
recovering a penny. 

The ariival of James Huddart in oonneo- 
tion with the fast Atlantic service is awaited 
with much eagerness in the circles inter- 
ested. Tho matter of the new line ia much 
discussed, and Canada's " bold initiative " 
in the Atlantic and Pacific steamship ser- 
vices and her advocacy of the Pacific cable 
Bohome are much applauded. The Chronicle 
gives the Canadians high praise. It says : 
" Tho Canadians abound with courage, and 
even the Radicals admit that Canada's 
pluck makes it difficult for tho motherland 
to refuse to oo-operato with her." 

Tho marriage of Mies Bonyngo, daughter 
of tho lato California millionaire, to Vis- 
count Deerhurst, took place in the church 
of All Saints, Kensington, to-day. The 
WeBther..Wa8 perfect, and the church was 
filled with guests, among thorn Princess 
Christian, Princeaa Victoria of Sohleswig 
Holstoin and many of the nobility. The 
wedding gifts were numerous and magnifi- 
cent. Among the presents the father of the 
bride gave h» daughter was a cheque for a 
large turn. 

One of the men wounded by the explosion 
of the bomb in the Italian Chamber of Depu- 
ties is dead. The police are convinced the 
intention was to blow up the deputies, and 
that it was prevented liy ihe fortuuato cir- 
cunistauco of an early udj urnment, because 
Premioi' Crispi had a colil and could not an- 
swer tho qucBtion, notice of which had been 
given. A man, suppouo \ to be an anarchist, 
was arrested in tho gallery of tho Chamber 
of Deputies yesterday, ffis pockets wore 
filled with large btonoa. Ho gave his name 
as Forti, uud doolarod ho had gathered the 
Btonea with tho view of making an experi- 
ment. Ho is believed to bo insane. 

On Friday evening a bomb exploded in a 
lodging house in ColuiiincB, near I'uris. The 
front part of tho building was wrecked and 
tho windows of other houeea iu tho town 
shattered. Tho bomb \VM exploded under- 
neath the bed of a ledger, who declared hin 
landlady had rcqucBted hirn to conceal it 
thero. Tho woman denied this, and said tho 
man had threatened to kill her with a bomb 
If sho persisted in her determination to 
censn illicit relations with him. Both were 
put in jail. 

Christopher FurnesB, a ship builder and 
member of parliament, has received a cabla 
from Kio from tho mastor of a 15ritiah ves- 
sel there, declaring tho American navy arc 
assisting in landing yellow fever patients 
and supplying water, but tho British navnl 
oommandcre refuse such assistance; that tho 
mortality is terrible; that only one hospital 
is available, and it is ton miles from the an- 
chorage. Mr. Furoess telegraphed the for- 
eign ofiSoe to instruct the British command- 
ers to render the assistance asked. 

The treasury of the Egyptian King, 
Oosourtesen, of the twelfth dynasty, has 
been discovered at Daahoar by Mr. Morgan, 
director of the excavations going on in the 
interior of the pyramids. It was hidden In 
a tomb near a relative of the royal family. 
Tho jesvola and gold-oncruatod precious 
atones wore in groat variety, inoUuling a 
crown, probably the oldest specimen of 

gyptian art, and exquisitely moulded 

ons. This discovery doubles tho im- 

rtaneo of Ghizoh. 

The naval brigade made a landing yester- 
day for tho purpose of attacking Gonjur, in 
Gambia, one of Chief Fodisalah'a strongholds 
which tho 11 igship Kaloigh and the gunboat 
Widgeon had bombarded tho previous day.

Their happineas is frac- 
tured by the timely arrival of tho real lord 
and ' the real opera queen, whose coming 
produces a aeries of laughable com- 
plicationa, After affairs are entangled and 
explanations are made. Lord McFee morriea 
tho opera queon and O'Mara marries tho 
maid, Molly, and all ends in happiness. 
In tho role of Roger O'Mara, Mr. Kelly is 
said to h.ive found a part rich in opportuni- 
ties for his comic display.

THa SCHOOL OF ADVERSITY, 

Tho Hon. Joseph Royal, late Governor of 
the Northweat Territories, hos, we see, 
been amusing himself and edifying his 
countrymen by writing an essay on Cana- 
dian Independence. It is a little aigniGcant 
that Mr. Koyal deferred his declaration in 
favor of Independence until lie was out of 
office. Tliore are some people whose views 
of public matters, the destiny of Canada 
among others, are very different when they 
occapy comfortable and easy positions under 

' Government to what they are when they 
are forced to continue the etrngi^Ie for 
existence with thousands of eoger oompoti 
tors in a cold, unsympathetic and cheerless 
world. Mr. Royal's views of things would, 
we Ventura to say, change very materially, 
if he were once more taken upon the Gov- 
ernment's maternal lap, tenderly coddled 
and aolioitoasly provided for. 

It isoncions to observe the effect that ex- 
posure to the chilliog blasts that sweep over 
the unofficial world has on constitutions that 
do not appear to have tho most distant re- 
semblunoa to each other. While the Hon. 
Honoro Moroier was Premier of Qaebeo, in 
receipt of a handsome official salary, and 
bavin;; it in his power every now and then 
to treat himself to a trip to London, Paris 
and Rome, to aay nothing of New York, 
Boston and Chic(>go, at tho public expense, 
he was a moat loyal subject of Queen Vic- 
toria and quite content that the relations be- 
tween Canada and Groat Britain should 
continue as they are for an indefinite time 
longer. But no sooner did he lose his 
office, with its pay, its perquisites, 
and its privilcgoa thau he dieoovcrcd that 
there are drawbacks and inconvenioncca in 
tho colonial condition that should bo re- 
moved with all poaaibla speed. And now 

-we have the Hon. Joseph Royal, who, as 
long as he was Governor of the Northwest 
(Territories, was quite satisSod with Can- 
ada's condition as a part of tho British ]<^tn- 
piro, almost aa soon as ho is free from tho 
restraints of oilieo and deprived of ita eon- 
aideration and emoluments, finding out that 
Independence is exactly what Canada wants. 
It would be worlh some philosopher's while 
to enquire into the cause of those singular 
changes. 

There docs not appear to be any- 
thing very attractive or very ori- 
ginal iu Mr. Royal's broohuro ad- 
vocating Independence. The telegram which 
tells us that he has become an advocate of 
Independence for Canada, also shows ns what 
An undesirable condition Independence, so- 
called, would be, wo will not say to any 
loyal British Bubject, but to any aolf-rospeot- 
ing Canadian. " Having for a neighbor," 
Mr. Royal ia reproBcntod assaying, "a nation 
of sixty-iivo million of souls, what would 
bsoome of Canada if left to her own re- 
sources with a populatloia of only five miU 
lions 1 Tho United States would make but 
a single mouthful of us, if over they became 
determined to swallow us. Still it is probable 
that tho desire would never Boiza our neigh- 
bors." And it is upon so weak and narrow 
a foundation as this prpbability that Cana- 
dian Independence wotild have to rest. 

Is not this another way of saying that 
Canada would owe its existence as a natiob 
to the forbearance of its very strong and 
not too BorupuIouB neighbor! What kind 



of an independence would 'that bo which 
Canada could exercise and enjoy only as 
long as it suited the ploasuro, the 
interest, or tho iirbim3: of the people 
of the United States t Would Can- 
ada be really independent, if the United 
States oould " gobble her up " as soon as 
she took it into her head to do so 7 Mr. 
Royal must bo very easily satisfied if he 
would be content with such an independence. 
Or is bis Bfttiafftotion with the prospect 
grounded on the conviction that it would be 
utterly impossible for an indepondanoe of 
this kind to continue for any lengthof timo — 
that it must in tho nature of things soon be 
transformed into annexation 1 Mr, Royal's 
advocacy of independence, whether he re- 
ali/.es it«r net, is really a plea for annexa- 
tion. It is no compliment to Mr. Royal to 
say that he is nob SBgaoious enough to see 
this clearly. 

A NEW SOIENOE. 

Tho last of the new soienoes that we have 
road of is " paidology." Tho word is not to 
be found in Webster'a Dictionary, but 
the thing It represents is as old as the 
human race. Paidology is the apionco of 
children, and Oscar Chrisman, of Boston, is 
its professor. Children have boon in all 
agea of the world, to persona of oil sorts oud 
conditions, a study, and for tho moat pirt a 
delightful study. No one hus as yet taken 
upon himself -to classify them and to give to 
each class and sub.claae a fine Latin or Greek 
nome, but millions uponmillionshave watched 
the ways of children and from their observa- 
tions have arrived at ooncluaione, somo wise 
and others tho rcverao of wise. So little 
progress hos tho Boionoe of children made, 
that the rules for bringing them up 
in the way they should go are 
almost aa numerous and aa divcrea 
as there aro parents. Some believe 
in constant restraint, and others in unlini 
iteJ indulgence, and between tlioin the 
n imo of the theories for the mjjnagemcnt of 
children is legion. If Profesior Chrisman 
succeeds in drawing up a rational o 
nearly rational code for tho government of 
the little ones, and can get it adopted by the 
majority of the parents of oven a single 
nation, ho will confer a benefit of inoalculnbl 
value upon the children of tho present and 
of all future generations. 

We do not know what the Professoi'a 
objects are or wh<tt are his methods, but we 
have been long convinced that the wise man 
who would observe the ways in which little 
children acquire knowledge, and embody tho 
principle that underlies those ways in a sya- 
tem of education would spare the young 
unending grief, worry and vexation, and ho 
would make the acquisition of knowledge 
by ctudents of every age easy and ploanant 
The observer who regards the child as 
a student, cannot but bo struck with the 
quickness ond the oaae with which tho 
littlo rogue gains knowledge. Ho is an 
observer and an experimentnr from a very 
early age indeed, ana he takes a delight 
in observing and experimenting. He learns 
no lessons, no tasks aro assigned him, yet 
the knowledge ho continues to pick up ond 
the accomplishments he acquires in three or 
four yo.iira, aro simply wonderful. Ho 
learns a very great deal about the strange 
world in which he finds himself— the quali- 
ties and the uses of objects, acd the character 
of tho persons and tho creatures with whom 
he comes in contact. It ia astonishing 
what on excellent judge of character the 
young philosopher gets to bo, while still 
toddling about, to all appearance, taking 
little notice of anybody or anything. Ho 
does not need anyone to tell him when his 
mother is pleased or displeased, happy or 
unhappy, patient or impatient. Ho under- 
stands, apparently by instinct, oil her 
moods, and the same ia the case, though in 
a less degree, with rospeob to oil with whom 
he assooiates. It is impossible to deceive 
him as to whether even a casual visitor is 
fond of children. A single glance, and 
that perhaps a very shy one, tells him tho 
whole story, and ho is hardly ever miataUon. 

In those four years the liltlo student 
learns a language, and that, too, without a 
formal lesson, without punishment, 
without tears and without set 
hourj of atudy. How is it done? 
Aye, there's tho rub. Tliia ia for ono pai- 
dologist to find out. When tho pedagogue 
undertake! to teach a child of ten or twelve 
years old a language, there ia a terrible ado. 
Tho bnsincsB is an exceedingly formidable 
ono and, sad to aay, in most cases it is most 
disagroeoblo. There ia no fun in it for tho 
student or for the teacher. And after years 
of labor tho acquirement is seldom niueli to 
bouat of, and when compai-od with what t!:o 
baby takes in spontaneously, joyously, and 
ulmoat unconsciously, in half tho time, in 
aignifioant. Here is a nut for the p.^idolo- 
giat to crack. How is it that tho infant 
learns so much iu oo abort a time, and how 
it that tho youth levkrns ao little in a mueli 
Ijnger time ? The infant Icarna voluntarily, 
eagerly, and witli evident ploasuro, while 
the youth gouorally studies under compul- 
sion, unwillingly and with very littlo pleas- 
ure inde ;d ? 



marine; if not its total destruction. Thera 
is notbibg ^bieh Americans would like bet- 
ter than to see English commerce exposed to 
just itnoh' perils and losses 'as those to which 
oura-was 'Babjeoted during ''oar -oivil 'war, 
and' which wore viewed ^with. malig- 
nonfc delight by tho majority of Eng- 
lishmen. That aacendanoy upon the 
ocean, which, forty yoora ago, wo hod iu 
view, and for which we are uoqueationably 
destined by our geographioal position, can 
be built only upon the ruin of our British 
competitor. Never shall we obtoin the rank 
among tho maritime powers of the earth to 
which our population and our wealth entitle 
us, until England haa been brought low, and 
made to sink iu the humble plaoo to which 
her flagrant military weakness and the gross 
Inadcquaoy of her resources to the mainten- 
ance of a world-wide empire, must at no 
distant day, condemn her. 

Tho atrugglu between England and Ameri- 
ca for commercial prepondoranoo, and for 
tho primacy of tho EngUah-apeakinc; raco, is 
aa unavoidable aa was the conteal) between 
Rome and Corthage for tho mastery of the 
Mediterranean; and that ia why tho maxim, 
Dolonda est Carthago - England must be 
broken down— lies at tho root of all patriotic 
and fur-aighted American statecroft. 

It is just posstblo that the Sun's vindictive 
fury ia assumed, and that it does not mean 
one word it aaya, There is reason to sua- 
peofe that it every now and then tears Great 
Britain to tatters and gives the Britishers 
fits for mere buainesa purposes. There is 
large anti-British element in tho United 
States who dearly love to hear Great Brit- 
ain abmied, who will take the newspaper 
whioh denounces England in the Gerceat 
terms, and who will vote for tho politician 
who twists tho lion'a tail the moat viciously, 
It ia likely that urliclea such aa tho ono 
from whioh tho above paragraph ia an ex 
traot, are written and publiahed, not beoauae 
the Sun hates England and wiahea her harm, 
but hccauao it valuea very highly the pat 
ronago and the votoa of the hatera 
of Great Britain. Wi) are the more 
inclined to think that this ia the 
case, because wo cannot imagine 
intelligent American taking pleasure in tho 
prospect of the downfall of Great Britain 
The tradesman who would cut tho thro.it of 
hia beat customer or would help to ruin him 
finaucially, would bo an arrant foul ; and 
Groat Britain ia, far and away, in every 
Bcnso, tho beat customer that the United 
States haa, or can hope to have. Great 
Britain ofFara tha people of the United States 
a free ynarkei for all that they have to sell, 
and there is, beside?, a constant stream of 
gold flowing from England to the United 
States to be used in developing its resources. 
The prosperity of tho American people is ao 
olosely eonneoted with that of the people of 
Groit Britain, that any serious change that 
takes place on one side of tho Atlantic is 
immediately felt on the other. The 
commercial ruin of England, the pros- 
pect of which the Sun oppears to gloat 
over, would be the moat serious calamity 
that oonld befall the United States, and the 
editor of tho Sun no doubt underatanda thia 
well enough. There are also a thousand 
reasons, aentimental, political and social, 
why tho Americans should not wish harm 
to tho other great Engliah-epeaking, 
liberty-loving nation ot tho world. But 
setting these aside for the moment, thcro 
can be hardly a doubt that, from buainesa 
coneiderationa alone, the Sun has no real 
deaire to see the groatncsa of England in 
any respect diminished. Intelligent Ameri- 
cana are every year seeing more and more 
clearly that it ia the interest of their nation 
to be on terms of the closest friendship with 
the inbabitanta of the Britiah lalauds. They 
oonstqucntly look upon the tail twistera 
with contempt, and they do not believe 
them to bo such aaaea aa to be sincere in 
their loud denunciations of Britain and 
everything Britiah.

ForralsinK tfae^anm^of '$55i0dO*^^ 
purposes. 

Whereas, Tho present lighting system ot 
tho City ot Victoria is Insulllclont, it is expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct nnd operate 
works for supplying tho Inhabitants ot tho 
Municipality of tho City ot Victoria with eloc-' 
trio light, and for that purpose to raise, by way 
of loan upon the oredlt of the said city, the snn> 
of ?35,000 i 

And Wiierb.vb, It wl'l require tho sum ot 
$2,835.38 to bo raised annually by rate for tho 
payment of anoh new debt and Interest ; 

And Wherbab, The ■whole ratable land and 
Improvements or real property of tho said Cor- 
poration ot tho City of Victoria according to 
tho last revised assessment roll for the year 
1893, is 918,611,113; 

And Wbbrbas, It.^wIII require an annual 

rate of 18-100 of one mill in tho dollar for paying 

such now debt and Interest ; 

Be it Tkkrekouk Enacted by the Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor of the 
Corporation of the City ot Victoria to borrotr 
upon the credit ot the said Corporation by way 
ot the debentures hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or penonsj body or bodies oorpo- 
rato, ■who may be willing to advancd the same 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding in tbe< 
whole' the sua of 855,000 currency (or eterUng 
money, at the rate of 1.863 dollars to the one- 
pound sterling), and to cause all such sums so 
raised or received to be paid into the hands of 
tho Treasurer of the said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with tho object hereinbefore re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall be lawful for tho said Mayor

Sec 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho said debentures and tho interest 
coupons, either or both, to bo mado payable at 
such place, either in Great Britain, the United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, na may bo 
desired. 

Sec. 0. For I In purpose of raising annually a 
certain spociflc sum lor tho payment ot the In- 
terest on tho said dohenturos during their cur- 
rency, there shall bo raised annually tho sum 
of 52.175, and for Iho purpose of raising 
annually a certain specinc sum for iho pay- 
ment ot tho debt at maturity, there shall bo 
raised annually tho sura of ?3(i0.33. 

Soo. 7. For tho purpose of payment of tho 
said sums in tho next preceiilDg paragraph 
mentioned, there shall bo raised and levied in 
each year a rate of IG-IOQ of one mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratable land or Iniprovo- 
mentsor real property in tho municlpLillty of 
tho said corporation of tho City ot Victoria 
during the continuance ot tho said debentures 
or any ot them. 

Boc. 8. That it shall be lawful for the said 
Municipal Council from time to time to pur- 
ohaso any of tho said dobontures, and such 
debonturc.q Bhull ho ho cxprossod as to entitle

Tho different weights of the eggshell 
■water color puper eiiuble oue to use it 
to agreat extontin tb^desigclDgof both 
useful and ornaraontal articles. 

While onr limited space will not ad- 
mit of illustrating all tho designs, a few 
will give ideas that can bo worked out 
«nd serve as a gaide for tbe dtbers. 

Of course nil articles made of tho 
plain paper need some decoration that 
will bo dependent upon tho ability of 
tho artist, but whore one cannot paint 
a little decoration of gold or silver ap- 
plied with tnste will bo found very ef- 
fectivo. 

Yo guosto booka is to bo suspended 
in tho gncsts' chamber to keep a record 
and autograph of tho guests. It is niado 
in the design of a largo egg, monsuring •! 
by iucnes. Tho loaves aro cut from 
-a smooth enrfijico paper and tho covers 
of the medium weight rough paper. A 
fow violets and"Yo Gncsto Boolco, Eas- 
ter, lyDl," aro painted on tho front and 
tho namo of tho ouo it is to bo given to 
ion the back. Tbe edges aro gilded and 
the covers tied over tho loaves nt tho 
top with narrow violet satin ribbon. A 
■email violet enameled pencil is attaclied. 

A Maltese cross for au Eastor Bachct 
is made of two layers of tUo paper cat in 
the form of a cross. The edges aro

glncd together over n layer of sweetly 
scented cotton, and it is decorated with 
a spray of tho passion vino painted in its 
natural colors. Tho edges aro gilded. 

To niako a dainty cover for a little 
needlebook cut two pieces of tho heaviest 
weight paper to the dimensiona of 3>.< 
by 3><< for the sides and one piece from 
the thinner 3jj by 7. Covor this with 
yellow India silk on ono side by draw- 
ing it smoothly over tho edge and glu- 
ing it down on tbe other side. Glue tlio 
sides on this, leaving just spaco enough 
between them to hold tlio book together.

— Tlio 
Bteaoaahip Natalie, vhieb waa purchased 
in New. York and sailed from Savsnnuh 
on JanUBfy 19, with arms and ommunition 
to be med by Gecersil Maaigat in an at- 
tempt to overthrow Presidont Hyppolito, of 
Hayti, has been oapUired by the Haytiuna 
and tfkcu to li H.iyi.inn pni-t. Her c.^rgo 
has been latided ami f'ji- tntita ctew have 
been hliot by order of Preaiiltnt tlyppolite. 
When tho Natalie left Savanuali it waa 
undoratood that her destination waa Moraut 
Ctiys, Jamaica. From the timo of her de- 
parture until her arrival at Naaaau, N.P. , 
on February 4, nothing was heard of hor, 
and it was aupposnd she had been lost or 
captured, and it waa even alleged that she 
had been secretly told with her cargo to 
Hyppolite. Hor captain reported that he 
had put into Nassau under atrces of weather, 
bub General Manigat conceived tho idea 
'that he had been betrayed and refused to p;o 
on board the yooht, fearing that the captain 
of the Natalie waa playbg a game to sell 
bim into the hands of the Haytian Govern 
ment. 

The Natalie waa aospeoted of being en- 
gaged in violation tf the British neutrality 

laws and ^^ aa searched, but nothini; was 
diucovered to justify tho aeizuro and she 
waa not held, yhu eailed on February 9, 
and tho same niglit ran aground on Kgg 
island reef, from which aho waa helped oil 
by locil wreckers. A few tbya later the 
Natalie v/aa difcovered by a pLiaaing vessel, 
anchored cir Fortune islam], about four 
hundred miles to the north of I-layti, and a 
Hayt;ian cuulioat wna anchored 
cloao prnxiniity .Suljarqueiitly it was learned 
that President Ifyppolito had o.-cprossed 
his Jotermiiiaiion that tho Natalie cargo of 
arms andaniinunitiun ahuuld notfallinto tho 
hands of his enemies ami hud given orders 
that in caso she should attempt to leave For 
tune lalaud she must bo tcized iuuiiediately 
by the Ilayti-.ui gunboat wliieli he bad 
the In^ik out for her some tinio before she 
arrived at Fcirtuno Inland, Tho Natalie 
•NVaa a very small boat, only '2!l tone. It is 
eaid that she wao commanded by Antonio

San Francisco, March 10. — By the 
steamer Auatralla from Honolulu it ia learn- 
ed that since the last dispatch on February 
20 important tnovementa bavo been made. 
The observance of Washington's birthday 
was general among tho Americans. Minis 
ter VYillia invited tho Government to notice 
the day, which they cordially complied with 
by oloaing the publio o£&oea for the after 
noon. A oelebration was arranged previous- 
ly, nominally by tho American league. Sa 
lutes were fired by the Philadelphia, 
Namaio, and Champion. The publio 
oxeroiaoB were held in tho drill shed 
at 3 p.m.. Dr. McGrcw presiding. 
The Amorioiin minister sab with President 
Dole. Prayers were offered by S. E. Bishop, 
chaplain of the day. V. L. Carter, Walter 
G. Smith and M. T. Scott diaooursod on the 
ominencJ ot Washington as a warrior,atateB- 
man and patriot. At the close Minister 
Willis was niutked iu his attention to the 
gpattkers, w<peoi»lly to his out-spoken critic, 
tJmtih. UiB O'jrdial maunf r lo tho provi- 
bi.iuat ministora waa aUo marked. Mr. 
Willia bus Bbo*n niujb cordiality tosvards 
1,1. M miniaters. The ouher day, ineoting 
Pi.-eiUeat Dole, lio strolled wiih him to the 
PreBident'a «dIioB, for half on hour's chat. 

Moat seriuuj ul«rm h*B bten taken by the 
Govemment at the fact of the very largo 
number of arrivola of steerage paasengora 
from Victoria and San Franoisoo during 
January and Fsbruory, more than one 
hundred in excess of what might be ex- 
pected. About that number are evidently 
Canadians a-J Eoglisbmen, oorreaponding 
to tho tlass reported to have been engaged 
at Vancouver by Sansome. More than ten 
of these men have been marked aa wearing 
military badges of honor ; sixty auqh men 
are marked as lodging together at different 
lodging houses. They are not in pursuit of 
employment and evidently are supplied 
with meaua of subaistance.^ Their sympa- 
thies arc not oonoealed as with the royaiiats, 
^vith whom they are known to be communi- 
cating. 

From variouB aouroea of information, tho 
police authorities are satitfied that these 
men are the persona enlisted by Sanaome, 
and that a deoiaivo move to get posseaaion of 
tho executive building with those men ia 
fully planned by tho royaliata, to bo executed 
within a few dayo. Tho danger is believed 
to be imminent, and on account of tho al- 
leced trained military ohnraotor and the 
tried courage of theao'Canadiaua more seri- 
ous danger than any that has throatened tho 
government except that during the period of 
Minister Willis' hostile attitude. 

Since the latter peril appeared to have 
passed away months ago, the military ac- 
tivity and vigilance of volunteer companies 
and citizen reserves has become entirely re- 
laxed and a suprise has become a possibility 
with tbia new reinforcement to the royal- 
ists. For a week past the marshal has been 
in active conference with tho leaders of tho 
citizens' guards, aud fresh activity has becu 
revived. Tho police, eepeoially iho mount- 
ed men, have been increased, and a vigilant 
watch kept on all movements of auspected 
persons. 

Tno general publio are ouly pirtially 
iiTvaro of the facta. There ia na yet a pre- 
vailing disposition to make light of tho 
alarm. Prominent men said on tho 25Lh 
they thought there was nothing in this Can- 
adian scare ; that this was only a ualural 
oveifiow of unemployed men from tho I'aci- 
tic CoiSt. 

As previously reported, Daviea' positive 
denittla of complicity with .Sanaonio Were 
heartily accepted by his many friends hero, 
who have been accustomed to conlide in bis 
probity. Tho meet aerioua doubts are now 
revived. The information received by tho 
authorities eonvinoea sonic of them that 
Uavies ia implicated. There is no reason- 
able doubt that Sansomo enlisted the men, 
and that they are now hero in force. The 
report that ho waa employed by Daviea or- 
iginated at Vancouver, where Uavioa re- 
mained for a timo on his way to II,)nolulu. 
Siuaomo's work mu.st Imvo rriiuired a very 
large amount of money to got at least a 
hundred men to Honolulu, jjavies is the 
only person who ia known to have funds. 

Has D*vie8 acffioient probable motive for 
making sui^h an outlay oi money? Such 
motive ia attributed to him by voiy nigii 
authcritita as fellows : Davies has alwajs 
belonged to the lower middle claaa of trades- 
men, Ho has nuide a hu ge fortune in Houo-

The one of 25 cents has a fine 
vignette of Dole. Tboaa of 5 and 10 cents 
are much admired. Moat of the old iaauea 
have been bought up by syndloAtes on 
speculation,

harbor, from which it is inferred that tho 
adininiatration are not indifferent to tho 
subject. Exhauativo surveys were made by 
tho Vucdalia six yodrs ago. 

Tho volcano haa been s:o active this week 
that Manager Leo porniita no visitors to de- 
scend to tho lake after sundown.
